Ey Paso, Tex.. May S.

wiped out in a raid by Mexican ban­

sent via Fort Sam Houston. 
T h re e soldiers, Cohen, 
Cole 
and 
Rogers, and one civilian, th e young 
son of O. G. Compton, wore killed, and 
two soldiers, Birek and Defrees, were 
wounded. 
In addition, three soldiers 
and two civilians whose nam es were 
given as Compton and Govern, have 
been 
missing since the 
l'ght. 
The 
civilians are believed to have been 
kidnaped and carried south of the in­ 
ternational boundary. 
T h e n u m b e r of raiders is uncertain, 
reports placing the n u m b e rs from fifty 
to LTO. 
They set fire to th e patrol 
ca m p and fired on the troopers as they 
tried to escape in the dark. 
T h e b a n ­ 
dits then looted Glen Sp rin g ', robbing 
the store, and in this operation the 
casualties to civilians occurred. 
Glen Springs is in the Big Bend 
country, along the Rio Grande, prob­ 
ably 150 miles east of Kl Paso and 
about eighty-five miles from th e rail­ 
road line a t Marathon and Alpine. 
T he s a m e band of Mexicans are r e ­ 
ported on S aturday m orning to have 
raided 
Boquillas, and 
then to have 
crossed back into Mexico, taking with 
them a storekeeper, nam ed Beemer*. 
T he troops of the Eig hth Cavalry 
from El Paso and two troops of the 
Fourte enth Cavalry, from F ort Clark, 
ten miles north ol Spofford, have been 
ordered by General Funston to take 
special trains to Marathon, Hie railway 
station n ea re s t to Glen Spring*. They 
will have to march eighty-five miles 
to reach th e scene of the raid. 
Colonel Frederick W. Sibley, com 
rn an dor of the Fourte enth Cavalry, will

the bandits. 
The fact that pursuit would not stop 
at the border was stated auth o ritativ e­ 
ly by Major General Frederick F u n ­ 
ston. 
At d e p a r tm e n t h ea dquarte rs it wa- 
said the re would he no waiting, not 
a m o m e n t’* u n necessary delay which 
might give the Mexicans tim e to e s ­

T h re e soldiers yrere killed and four 
wounded, including 
S erg ea n t Smith 
and a private, who were burned while 
trying to put out the flame* at their 
tent. 
In the m eantime a ten year-old boy, 
a (lien Springs resident, was killed. 
Finding themselves worsted, the eivlh 
iana and the remaining soldiers with­ 
drew to the nearby hills and continu­ 
ed the fighting. 
Sergeant Smith, with 
great coolness and bravery, insisted 
on loading his wounded on a motor 
truck and conveying them out c t d a n ­ 
ger.
